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considered the two formats item by item. Only those items that 
were not identical were deliberated further. It was first noted 
that a considerable number of items were repeated in the NSA formats 
which were not repeated in the DIA formats. The Task Team agreed 
that these items need not be repeated although the NSA representative 
felt there would be some advantage in the machine processing of the 
information. 

5. Some discussion was held concerning the file description 
items: Date File Became Automated, Update Cycle and Currency In- 
formation. It was agreed that the item Date File Became Automated 
would be required for active files.. File currency would be indicated 
by an Average Time Delay item which might be expressed in terms of 
days or months plus update cycle. This, along with Updating Cycle 
and Latest Date of Information would then become part of the DIA 
format and would satisfy the requirements in tills area as agreed by 
the Team. 

6. Considerable discussion was held on items 13, 14 and 16 in 
the file description items. These are respectively: Number of Records 
in File, Record Size, and Estimated Growth. The desirability of 

these elements was considered. The DIA, Air Force and CSS representatives 
agreed that these should be required. The NSA representative 
thought they would be useful. The CIA representative felt they would 
be of no use. Since the Team could not come to a unanimous decision 
on this point, the Chairman indicated that he would reflect, in 
the report to COD IB, two categories of items, those considered required 
and those considered optional, and that he would place items 13, 14 
and 16 in the required category with a not- concerning the position 
of the CIA and NSA representatives. The Team agreed that the items 
Input Media, Output Media and File Cross Reference, in the program 
description, could be in the abstract and not in a formatted field. 

The Team further agreed that the item Program Status would be in the 
formatted field. 

7. In summarizing the position of the Team on this subject, 
the Chairman indicated that he would now prepare and distribute to 
the Team for its consideration first, a final draft of the DoD program 
and file descriptions (with appropriate changes), and second, a draft 
report to CODIB with a covering memorandum which will indicate those 
items felt to be required and those felt to be optional by the Team 
(with the exceptions noted on items 13, 14 and 16 of the file des- 
cription as indicated in paragraph 6 above) . 

8. The Team considered the meaning of a "logical record". 

This will be considered at the next meeting of the Team after the 
various members check their sources for the definition of this term. 

9. The Team agreed to note the general change of approach that 
has been taken at this meeting. This is that it has agreed to consider 
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the items as a subset of the DIA description items « It was agreed that 
the Task Team is merely specifying the required and optional infor- 
mation for the format rather than the format itself (subject to 
COD IB approval); and that other agencies (e„g. , NSA, CIA, etc.) are 
not responsible for the design of the format or any other phase of 
the machine process but will accept DIA’ s format. 

10. The DIA member agreed to consider the various forms of 
publications and make appropriate recommendations to the Team In the 
near future. In addition, the Team agreed to consider at the next 
meeting that kinds of files should be included. It was agreed that 
when the appropriate actions referred to above were performed, the 25X1 A 
Chairman would call the next meeting. 
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
